soil in that township for 49 years, 
passed away at his home amidst his 
loving wife and children last Wednes- 
dsy, from paralysis.

ALLIES ARRANGE. TO SETTLE 
DIFFERENCES IN RUSSIA 
BY ARBITRATION. 


DECIDE RUSSIAN SOVEREIGNITY 


Mixed Arbitral Tribunals to Settie 
Question of Nationalized Property 
of Forelgners. 


Genoa—Chief Justic Taft of the Uni- 
ted States supreme court will be 
asked to name the chairman of the 
mixed arbitral commission to be es- 
tablished for controlling the debts 
ewed by the Russian government to 
foreign bond holders, according to the 
plan arranged Monday. The other 
members of this commission will re- 
present all the bondholders and the 
Russian government. . 

The commission will have power to 
remit interest and decide all questions 
affecting foreign bondholders and Rus- 
sia's ability to meet obligations; a 
time limit will be fixed in which bond- 
holders may make arrangements with 
the Russian government ‘if they de. 
sire. 

Mixed arbitral tribunals, one for ey- 
ery interested nation, will be set up 
to deal with the question of the pro- 
perty of foreigners which had been 
nationalized, since the chairman of 
each will be named by the chairman of 
the mixed arbitral commission. In the 
plan adopted practically everything 
which savored of capitulatious or in- 
fringements on Ruasia’s administra- 
tion, pending Russia's establishment 
of courts on the basis desired by west- 
ern Burope, waa not approved. 

May day was a real labor day for 
the Genoa conference. The sub-com- 
mission on Russian affairs rushed its 
consideration of the Russian recon- 
struction plans ‘and came through 
with approval of the draft of the pro- 
posals. 

B-lgium alone held out on the sec- 
tion relating to the treatment to be 
given to property of foreigners na- 
tionalized by the soviet. This is a 
vital point and has been stubbornly 
eonteated. France finally subscribed 
to the project proposed by Great Bri- 
tain, whereby use of the property will 
be reatored wherever possible and in 
Other cases compensation will be ar- 
ranged through mixed arbitral tri- 
bunala. 


DETROIT LEGION POST EXCLUDED 


County Council of American Legion 
Denles Representation. 


Detroit—Differences that long have 
been smouldering between Learned 
post, American Legion, and the Wayne 
county council of the legion came to a 
head Monday night when the county 
council denied the post representation 
jn its meeting. 

The county council ordered an in- 
vestigation of charges concerning the 
Management of the Roosevelt Me- 
morial hospital of the American Leg- 
fon at Battle Creek. These charges, 
which originated in Wyandotte post 
last week, have a bearing on the in- 
ternal differences involving the county 
council and Learned post. 

Exclusion of the Learned post fel- 
lowed the reading of a resolution In 
which it was asserted members of the 
post had refused to ratify the coun- 
cil’s constitution.

Serub bulls have been stopped 
from running at large to deteriorate 
our stock. 

Thirteen people have been induced 
to subscribe for Hoard’s Dairyman. 

All these things have their strong, 
though silent influence, 

Very likely the efforts put forth in 
the’ year just clused will bear more 
fruit than they have already borne. 

It is beyond my comprehension 
how men, whose all is invested in 
their land, and whose living must ali 
come from the soil, can take the 
small interest in their business and 
in improved methods, fouhd By others 
to be good, as some of us do. 

To stand back, stiff-necked and ob- 
stinate, as some do, ignoring or jeer- 
ing at hetter practices, fuund by elab- 
orate demonstrations and large num- 
bers of good farmers to be good, is 
ne mark of great ability or wisdom, 
or superiority. 

To be eager to find, and quick to 
put into use a better method here, 
and a better one there, on the farm, 
is only doing what prosperous and 
progressive railroad managers, man- 
ufacturers, and leading farmers do. 

Tt is no mark of ignorance, nor ot 
inferiority to take on a new and bet- 
ter farm practice. 

Suppose everyone had 
stiff-necked gn obstinate and had 
neyer tried alfalfa or « silo. A hoct 
of men who have stepped ahead to 
prosperity would have missed. that, 

The little hint in the card issued 
recently from this office, entitled, 
“Snow Dollars” can make any farm- 
er in the county a hundred dollars, 
and a lot of thoughtful people are al- 
ready putting those suggestions into 
practice. : 

However, if these and other sug- 
gestions are tossed aside they can 
help no one. 

An open-minded, receptive state of 
mind will help anyone, in any busi- 
ness, to progress and ta prosper. 

There is a large, encouraging fu- 
ture for Crawford County farmers. 
The best is yet ahead of us. It is go- 
ing to be a good spring for seeding 
for those who will roll the soil ex- 
tra hard, and take extra care to save 
noisture by taking pains with the 
soil mulches suggested in “Snow Dol- 
lars.”

At the helght of the great storm of 
December, 1805, the drum beut the 
roll of a sinking stip. One. ‘two, ! 
three—the hearers counted the drum 
beats, time and again, in their inter- 
mittent booming, to twenty-four. They , 
walted, therefore, for report of a ship; 
lost with twenty-four Hyes; no such 
news came. The new steel freighter : 
Miwaka, on ber maiden trip during 
the storm with twenty-five—not twen- 
ty-four—aboard never made her port; 
ho news Was ever heard from her; no! 
wreckayre ever was found, On this ac- 
count, throughout the families whose 
fathers, brothers and sons were the 
officers and crew of the Miwaka, there 
stirred for a time a desperate bellef 
that one of the men on the Miwaka 
was*saved; that somewhere, somehow, 
he was alive and might return. The 
day of the destruction of the Miwaka 
was fixed as December 5 by the time 
at which she passed the government 
Jookout at the straits; the hour was 
fixed as five o'clock in the morning 
only by the sounding of the drum.

Storm—the slinging, frozen sleet 
slash of the February norther whis- 
fling down the floe-jammed length of 
the lake—was assaulting Chicage. Se 
heavy waa this frost on the panes of 
the Fort Dearborn club—one of the 
staidest of the down-town clubs for 
men-——that the great log fires blazing 
on the open hearths added appreciable 
light as well ns warmth to fhe rooms.

REDUCE EXTENT OF DISEASE 


Testing Cattle for Tubercujosia and 
Cleaning Up Infected Herds | 
Having Effect. . 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


That testing cattle for tuberculosis 
and the cleaning up of infected herds 
are having a permanent effect in re- 
ducing the extent of the disease is 
shown conclusively by figures recently 
collected by the United States Depart- 
meht of Agriculture from Inspectors 
In charge of the eradication work in 
varlous parts of the country. The in- 
spectors were asked to supply figures 
on the results of three or more teats 
op badly diseased herds, those that 
had not fess than 10 per cent of re 
actors on the first test. The first teat 
am more than 58,000 cattle in these 
bad herds showed that 26 per cent 
had tuberculosis. Another test six 
months later on the same herds, from 
which the reactors had heen removed. 
showed only 6.9 per cent of the dis. 
pase. Py another six months the per- 
centage had gone down to 28 A 
fourth test on more than 25,000 of 
these cattle showed only 1.8 per cent 
of tuberculosis. 

The reports from which these fig: 
ures were taken show that under nor- 
mal conditions herds very badly dis- 
eased may he established as relative 
fy free in a short time. They also 
shew that eradication work can be 
carried on without destroying the cat- 
tle industry as Is sometimes thought. 
Erratic results were obtalned on a 
very few of the 1882 herds tested, the 
list of this elisa containing lesa than 
100, Out of the 126.668 herds under

COWS REQUIRE MUCH WATER 


It Should Be 20 Degrees Above Freez 
ing Point and Same Temperature 
Every Day. 

Durlug the winter, 
stubled the greater part of the tlie, 
they should be watered two or three 
times a day, say specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, unless arrangements have been 
made to keep water before them at all 
times. The water should, if posstble, 
be 15 dggrees or 20 degrees above the 
freezing point, and should be supplied 
at practically the sume temperature 
every day. When water well above 
freezing temperature is stored in tanks 
and piped directly to the cow, there 
1s probably lite orcaston for facill- 
tles to warm it. When It stands in 
a tank on which ice often forms, it 
usually pays well ta warm ‘tt slightly. 


' This can be done by a tank heater, 


hy live steam, or by hot water from a 
boiler. If a boiler is used for run- 
ning @ separator or for heating water 
to wash and sterilize utensils, steam 
from it can readily and cheaply be 
used to warn the water. 


CREAMERY TAKES SAFE MILK 


Vermont Association Accepts Product 
Only From Herds That Have 
Been Tested. 

Increasing interest in the tuberculin 
testing of cattle {s evident from re- 
ports recelyed by the United States 
Department of Agriculture from many 
parts of the country. This tendency 
applies not only to milk used directly, 
but to manufactured dairy products. 
A co-operative creamery assoctation 
at Barre, Vt., accents milk and cream 
only from herds that have been tuber- 
cutin tested under federal and state 

supervision. 

The preducts of the association's 
dairy plant sre butter, cheese, ice 
cream, milk and cream, the products 
being sold both wholesale and re- 
tall. Specialists in the bureau of 
animal industry regard the increasing 
Interest In tuberculosis eradication as 
an important development in the dairy 
manufacturing industry.

Cows in winter should have access 
to warm quarters during stormy 
weather although they require exer- 
else and should not be stabled al! the 
time.

(Prepared by the National Geographic 
Society, Washington, D. C.) 


One of the most important of the 
“slices of China” taken by outside na- 
tions, but one which there has been no 
mention of restoring, {gs the island 
“which the world knows as Formosa, 
but which the Japanese, since they 
gained possession of {t through the 
Chino-Japanese war, have named Tal- 
wan. 

“Thia Formosa’—Beautiful Iste—the 
early Portuguese voyagers called {t; 
and never wus a more appropriate 
Name given to an Isle of the sea. 

If you care to confirm this in one of 
several pleasant ways. sail along the 
west coast of Formosn in a tek pal, or 
bamboo raft, on x clear day, and 
you will witness a pageant of moun- 
tain scenery that wili haunt the mem- 
ory for many @ day. 

Berond the fertile plain. with its 
emerald paddy-fields and its pictur- 
esque little yillages dotted here and 
there on the banks of meandering 
streams, foothills with unefiding varia- 
tions of contour silhouette thelr tree- 
fringed summits against the paler 
screen of more distant mountulns, Of 
these, sometimes five and sometimes 
even six parallel ranges are visible at 
once, each a separate ribbon of color, 
shading from the deepest sapphire to 
the palest azure and extending in an 
unbroken chain of beauty from nerth 
to south. 

On the est of the Island you can 
see the highest coastal cliffs known, at 
some places rising abruptly to an ele 
vation of about 6,000 feet, and afford- 
ing an impregnable wall of defense to 
the wild aboriginal tribes living in the 
mountains back of them. 

Al! Kinds of Vegetation. 

Formosan scenery Is unusual tn Its 
diversity of vegetation within such 
narrow confines—the greatest iength 


of the {sland from north to south is 
about 264 miles and 80 miles is its 
greatest width. 

From the palms and tropical fruit 
trees of the western plain it js only a 
short step to the slopes of the lower 
mountains, with thelr exuberant 
jungies of various growths—the beard- 
ed banyans, the graceful tree ferns. 
which in sheltered nooks attain the 
height of palms, and the ubiquitous 
bamboo grass. 

Here, among moss-strung trees, is 
found growing the beautiful butterfiy 
orchid, while in exposed spaces, nes- 
thing among the rocks, rose-pink azaleas 
flaunt their gay blooms. A little high- 
er are plateaus covered with camphor 
laurel. the largest tracts of these valu- 
able trees jn the world, while stil} 
higher grow fhe forests of coniferous 
trees—the giant benihi, similar to the 
redwoods of California, the largest 
trees in the East and the second 
largest tn the world; the valuable 
hinoki or Japanese cypress, and the 
pine cedar and spruce of the New 
England states; and higher yet the 
craggy peaks of the tallest mountains, 
but sparsely covered with vegetation 
of any sort, where engies build their 
nests, and which for the greuter part 
of the year Nie beneath a mantle of 
snow, 

The usual approach to the island Is 
the port of Kelung, in the extreme 
north. Almost any ttme one arrives 
in Kelung the rain will be found com- 


ing down in sheets, obscuring the hill- 
crested harbor. 

Board a train for Tathoku, the capl- 
tal city, which on most maps still 


bears its old Chinese name of Tafpeh, 


and in about ten minutes you will pass 
through a long tunnel, under a moun- 
tain ridge on the other side of which 
you will in all probability find the 
landscape flooded with sunshine, Rain 
seems as out of place in this new 
world as sturs in the broad daylight. 

Here and there the train passes the 
low, mud, thatched dwelling of some 
Chinese homesteader with a pool of 
water by way of front yard, where 
huge siate-colored buffaioes tuke their 
noonday siesta. 

Taihoku ts a Fine City. 

The distance of 20 miles to Taihoku 
ls covered in a Hitle more than an 
hour, and there the traveler is sure to 


be amazed at the westernized appear- 
ance of the city—the broad streets, the 
beautiful parks, and the {mposing pub- 
He buildings. Only the gateways of 
the old wall, which surrounded the 
ancient Chinese city, remain, looking 
as out .of place in their rejuvenated 
setting as the Egyptian obelisk in Cen- 
tral park. Even Daltote!, the Chinese 
section of Taihoku, is unnaturatly 
clean for a Chinese city. 


The Japanese insist upon two offi- 
cial bouse cleanings a year, and as 
they are executed under a policeman’s 
vigilant eye, there is nothing slipshod 
In the undertuking. All a man’s chat- 
tels, his lures and penntes, his wives 
and children, even to his cherished 
opium pipe, are henped unceremoni- 
ously jn front of his dwelling, and the 
work of scourtng begins. 

During the sutnmer months Daitotel 
presents its busiest face, for it Is then 
that the tea season is in full swing. 
The colonnades of the tea hengs, if 
such an imposing architectural term 
as colonnades can be fittingly applied 
to such unimposing structures, ate 
fabum with the staccato accents of 
ehattering tea pickers, These ure 
generally young girls, as old hands 
ure too numb for the deft manipula- 
tion of the tea leaves. 

Seated on Jow stools before wide 
wicker trays, these bright-eyed maids. 
in their peacock-blue smoeks, thelr 
front hair clipped in bangs, and with 
& gay posy or two stuck in the braid- 
ed knots at the bucks of their necks, 
ure in animated contrast to their 
rather drab surroundings. 

Everywhere one sees coolies pack- 
Ing the -gayly flowered lead-lined 
boxes that carry their sensitive freight 
of tea to America. About 90 per cent 
of Formosa Oolong goes to the United 
States. 

The population of Formosa Is matn- 
ly agricultural. The cultivation of 
rice, and more especially sugar cane. 
is encouraged by the government, and 
these are grown in great quantities. 

Menopoty in Camphor. 

However, the most interesting indus- 
try Is the production of camphor, and 
it can truly be said to be peculiar to 
the island, when it is remembered that 


-Formosa holds a practical monopoly in 


the world’s market of this valuable 
drug. ~ 

Shortly after the Japanese came to 
Formosa, 25 years ago, the camphor 
industry became a government monop- 
oly. Before that time there had been 
a great deal of ruthless waste, both Io 
the cutting down of trees and in ex- 
tracting camphor from them. 

At first the Japanese, too, were 
careless in this respect, for the supply 
of camphor trees seemed practically 
limitless, but the great increase In the 
demand for the product in late years 
has made scientific afforestation neces- 
sary. Now large tracts of land are 
given over to the cultivation of the 
camphor laurel. The oldest of these 
cultivated trees are now some twenty 
years of age. 

In point of view of value, few trees 
can rival the camphor. An average 
tree, say with a hasal- circumference 
of 12 feet, will yield about 50 piculs 
of camphor (approximately 6,660 
pounds), which, at the present market 
price, ig worth several thousands of 
dollars, 

Native stills are scattered here and 
there throughout the districts where 
crude camphor is collected, packed in 
tins and carried down precipitous 
mountain paths on cooli¢és’ backs to 
the nearest railway line, whence it 
goes to the refinery at ‘Taihoku. 

Ever since we have any authentic 
record, Formosa has been peopled with 
wild tribes of probably Malayan and 
Polynesian origin.- They are nearest 
in point of resemblance to the Dyaks 
of Borneo and, although their origin 
bas Rever been proved beyond a doubt, 
they are sufficiently like certain of the 
South Sea tribes to justify us in as- 
eribing to them a common ancestry. 

They are found on the island today 
in ull stages of development. The 
“raw” savages, as the Chinese term 
them, live much as thelr ancestors did 
centuries ago, while the “ripe” sav- 
ages, living on the borderland between 
their wild kin and Chinese settlers, 
have more or less assimilated Chinese 
ways of Ufe, The savage population 
of Formosa is estimated at about 150,- 
ono. 

At present Formosa enjoys grenter 
freedom from savage attacks than 
ever before In her history. This is due 
to the fact that the Japanese have In- 
stalled a live-wire barrier from Karen- 
ko, ahout midway On the east coast, to 
Pinan, In the south, a distance of 
about a hundred miles, to serve as a 
protection against savage raids. 

The future of Formosa under Its 
present benevolent paternal govern- 
ment lookg bright Indeed. Never be- 
fore has this Island, so beautiful to 
the eye, enjoyed such & seas of pros- 
perity.
